The British Navy Again 


A g ain the British nav y has come in pretty handy. 
I ast week the BoMieviki forces were a d v a n c in g "ti Riga 
w ith the avowed determ ination of looting the city, d e ­ 


stro y in g it a" a military base and also plundering the civil­ 
ian population. 
T h eir superiority in land forces seemed to insure the 
success of their m ad project, hut their vision was to short, 


It d id n ’t carry out beyond the shore line into the Baltic 
Sea w here a few British w arships were stationed just to 
keep a watch oil tilings generally. 
'file armistice had been s ig n e d , the G erm an navy had 
been disposed of as a fighting unit, and most of the ships 
which com posed it interned in Kngland, but the vessels 
must be stationed som ew here, and usually Great B ritain 
bas stationed these vessels where there was a possibility 
that they would be needled. 
Like oilier would-be despots have, in the last two 
or three centuries, e m b a rk in g on a tour of conquest and 
robbery, the Bolshevists found the British w arships h e m ­ 
m in g them in. 
This time after plans had been carefully m ade by the 
Bolshevist'' the British ships stationed in the Baltic noti­ 
fied them that Riga laid under the guns of the B ritish w a r­ 
ships a n d they had best stay back out of range.
